Most important, the test can 
detect the disease early, some- 
times when least expected. For 
example, in the state of Ohio 
in 1960 about 22 per cent of 
the people who died from TB 
never knew they had it. The 
simple skin test and early 
treatment might have prevent- 
ed many of these~tleaths and 
stopped spread of the disease 
to others.

“The Great White Plague,” 
as TB used to be called, is no 
Jonger the plague it was. But 
it is still an ominous threat, 
especially to children and 
young people. In babies who 
become infected from parents 
with unsuspected TB, medical 
experience indicates that early 
treatment can prevent TB me- 
ningitis, the brain infection 
that was formerly almost 100 
per cent fatal. 

Treatment for tuberculosis 
in most cases today is not the 
laborious, confining, expensive 
process it used to be. Especial- 
ly when detected early, the dis- 
ease can be treated with mod- 
ern drugs that are relatively 
inexpensive and easy to take. 
For those with the more se- 
vere forms of the disease who 
require admittance to hospi- 
tals, ample facilities are avail- 
able, If detected early with the 
TB skin test it may not be 
necessary to go to the hospital 
at all.

Acres In Coffee 


Major crops planted in Cof- 

ee County are cotton, pea- 
muts, corn, small grains, and 
oybeans. Cotton still remains 
an important crop in Coffee 
‘County. A number of farmers 
say they receive the highest 
net returns from this crop 
than any other crop planted. 
Approximately 12,365.8 acres 
of cotton is planted.

Farmers 
will be able to combat diseases 
by having a labortory to deter- 
mine a more accurate diagnos- 
tic of their problems.

Pecan Crop As Result 


Of Spraying 


Phate Smith, Enterprise, 
Rt. 1, is a firm believer in 
the pecan spraying program 
according to H.B. Thompson, 
Assistant County Agent. 
Sygth is a retired farmer who 
has farmed practically all 
his life in Coffee County. 
He says that this year’s 
pecan crop is the best he 
has ever produced. 

Smith says that after putt- 
ing his land in the soil 
bank that he became inter- 
ested in increasing the yield 
of his pecan trees. While he 
was active in other farm 
activities, he just let his 
pecan trees go without any 


special care. 

This year, Smith started 
Spraying in April for the 
pecan case barer and the 
pecan scab. Every two to 
three weeks, he applied an 
application of‘cyprex and 
malathion. This continued 
until August when he started 
alternating with DDT to con- 
trol the hickory nut shuck 


Coffee County has two new

Thompson says that Smith 
plans to follow the same 
program next year because 
it certainly is paying off 
big dividends this year.

COTTON AND PEANUT 
FARM ALLOTMENTS 
TO BE SET 

Acreage allotments for. the 
1963 upland cotton and pea- 
nut crop are now being estab- 
lished for all the eligible farms 
in Coffee County, according to 
Roy L, Ellis, chairman, Ag- 
ricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation County Commit- 
tee. Notices of the allotments 
will be mailed to farm opera- 
tors in advance of the Decem- 
ber 11 referendum on market- 
ing quotas. If at least two- 
thirds of the growers voting 
approve quotas, the quotas 
will go into effect on cotton 
for the 1963 crop and on pea- 
nuts for the next three crops. 
Marketing penalties will ap- 
ply to any “excess cotton and/ 
or peanuts produced on the 
farm (in instances where a 
farmer does not comply with 
his acreage allotment), and 
price support on the crop will 
be available at the full an- 
nounced level.

Road System 


Improved 


MONTGOMERY — Coffee 
County's economy got another 
boost of more than a quarter- 
million dollars this month with 
the awarding of four new high- 
way construction contracts by 
the State Highway Department, 

Highway Director Sam En- 
gelhardt revealed that work 
on the more than 12 miles of 
highway improvements are 
scheduled to get underway 
within the next two weeks. 
“This construction, including 
new drainage and grading; and 
additional base and paving, is 
designed to make Coffee Coun- 
ty’s road system safe and ef- 
ficient for meeting the grow- 
ing transportation demands 
within the county.” 

Engelhardt said that con- 
tracts for improvements have 
been awarded to the Green 
Construction Company of Uni- 
on Springs. All the work will 
be done under state special— 
aid and federal—aid programs. 

The largest single ‘project 
will be for improvements to a 
county road from Victoria to 
Hall's Creek toward Old Ta- 
bernacle Church and a spur 
north toward New Hope, a dis- 
tance of approximately six 
miles. Overall cost of this pro- 
ject is estimated at $122,500. 

Engelhardt said county for- 
ces and equipment will do the 
grading and drainage work, 
while the base and paving will 
be done by Green Construction 
Company. 

A second project, at an esti- 
mated cost of $95,400, calls for 
grade, drainage, base and pav- 
ing of more than four miles 
on a road from McCall’s store 
via Tight Bye Creek to the 
Elba-Samson highway. The cou- 
nty will do the grading and 
drainage work, and Green Con- 
struction Company will do the 
base and paving. 

Another project is for im- 
proving the county road from 
Morris ‘store to Holly Mi 
Creek at an estimated cost of 
$20,400 for the approximately 
two miles of work. And the 
road from the Damascus Fire 
Tower to the Turner Cross- 


road - New Brockton Road, al- 


most two miles, is scheduled 


for improvements at a cost of 
some $17,700. 


County forces and equip- 


ment will do the grade and 
drainage work on these two 
projects, and Green Construc- 
tion Company will do the base 
and paving work. 

,Agreements for the construc- 
tion was made between Gov- 
ernor John Patterson and En- 
gelhardt and Coffee County of- 
ficials. The state and the coun- 
ty will meet $149,050 - of the 
total cost on a 50-50 basis, 
the remainder is federal-aid 
participation.
